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FOREWORD 


Twenty-seven years ago Seymour De Ricci ended the Preface to Volume I of 
the Census of Medieval and Renaissance Manuscripts in the United States and 
Canada with these words: “No recognition will be more gratifying than the assur¬ 
ance that others will take to heart the continuation and improvement of our 
Census.” The use of “our” was not editorial: De Ricci was speaking also for his 
collaborator, Dr. William Jerome Wilson, who took a grandfatherly interest as well 
at various stages of the present Supplement. 

Twenty-seven years seems a long time to wait for the recognition called for by 
De Ricci. But a great war intervened; and apart from that, the delay should not be 
taken as a gauge of either the quality of the achievement or its usefulness to the 
whole world of scholarship. The dedication to De Ricci and Wilson of this Supple¬ 
ment is a small reflection of the debt owed to these pioneers, to whom the book 
belongs in a higher degree than is commonly indicated by dedications. 

De Ricci’s prefatory note sets forth in detail the history of their Census , but 
it should be summarized here as background for the history of the Supplement. The 
idea of a union handlist of early manuscripts in American collections had long 
attracted scholars, and in 1925 the American Council of Learned Societies deter¬ 
mined to take action upon it. The deliberations of an advisory committee bore 
fruit in 1929 with the appropriation of funds by the A. C. L. S. and the General 
Education Board for the project, and the appointment of De Ricci to carry it out, 
seconded by Wilson. 

De Ricci had visited the principal libraries in the United States immediately 
after the first World War, gathering material that was published in 1922 as A 
Handlist of Latin Classical Manuscripts in American Libraries. The Census was a 
logical extension of the Handlist. Moreover, De Ricci was without a peer in his 
knowledge of provenance. As he very reasonably remarked, “Every [early manu¬ 
script] now in America [except for some of Latin-American origin] was at one 
time in Europe and the chances are that it was seen there, collated there. It is often 
very difficult to identify a MS. once seen in Europe with a volume now existing in 
America and yet the task is a necessary one.” This task he was uniquely equipped 
to carry out, and in some ways the result is the most brilliantly executed part of the 
design. He and Wilson were based at Washington, where the project was adminis¬ 
tered by the Library of Congress, but they both traveled extensively and all but a 
handful of descriptions in the Census result from their personal examination. 

We are all familiar with the two weighty volumes that De Ricci and Wilson 
produced, printed abroad with lavishly unwieldy typography on fine heavy French 
paper. The first appeared in 1935, the second in 1937; in 1940 came the slim third 
volume, containing the all-important indexes. 

Here ends the history of the Census , with the hope expressed that it should be 
continued and supplemented from time to time. The years since then have been a 
period of active collecting by American institutions and individuals. Many manu¬ 
scripts have crossed the Atlantic from Europe, and a few have made the return 
journey. As De Ricci predicted, many important private collections that he had 
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recorded have been dispersed by private sale or public auction; others have passed 
intact by gift or bequest into institutional libraries. The Census, like all such surveys 
of a growing organism, was out of date before it saw print. It remains an indispens¬ 
able work of reference, but it no longer truly reflects the state of American holdings. 
Neither, by the way, does the present Supplement . At least two of the private 
collectors whose manuscripts are recorded in the following pages have moved to 
new homes in different states; some eighteen manuscripts recorded in another 
private collection have been sold at auction in London as recently as December, 
1961; and numerous early manuscripts have been added to various collections, 
public and private — all too late to be recorded in the cold type of the Supple¬ 
ment .* An annual supplement to the Supplement, to be published in the pages of 
the Papers of the Bibliographical Society of America, is proposed to keep the 
information more nearly up to date. 

The present Supplement springs from proposals made as early as 1942 by 
Professor C. U. Faye, of the University of Illinois Library. But the war years were 
unfavorable for such projects, and it was not until 1948 that Professor Faye was 
designated as Editor and given a grant by the A.C.L.S. for out-of-pocket expenses. 
Faye determined that information for the Supplement, unlike that in the Census, 
should be furnished by the owners or curators of the manuscripts. Indeed, the 
available grant did not permit any other course, and the work was planned accord¬ 
ingly. In December, 1948, Professor Faye issued a six-page printed announcement 
with an introductory statement by Dr. Wilson, urging cooperation and providing a 
simple formula for the description of manuscripts. This was mailed to all owners 
represented in the original Census, and to other persons and institutions who were 
likely owners. Returns were to be made by the end of 1949, and publication was 
planned soon thereafter. The response exceeded expectations. Professor and Mrs. 
Faye spent a half-year’s leave in the Widener Library at Harvard putting the mass 
of information into order. 

At that time, the A.C.L.S. lacked funds to publish the Supplement, and the 
Mediaeval Academy of America stepped forward with a proposal to print it in 
Speculum, the Academy’s journal. But the text proved too lengthy for periodical 
publication, and the Academy did not have funds for separate publication. Nor was 
subvention forthcoming from other sources. While the Supplement was at a stand¬ 
still, American collections continued to acquire manuscripts, and some of those 
already recorded by Faye changed hands. At the beginning of 1957, the materials 
for the Supplement were in the office of the Mediaeval Academy in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, but the information was increasingly out of date, difficult of access, 
and without immediate prospect of publication. Meanwhile, Professor Faye had 
retired from the staff of the University of Illinois, had left Urbana, and no longer 
had the facilities of a large research library readily available to him.

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Now the Bibliographical Society of America came to the rescue by offering to 
publish the Supplement . With Professor Faye’s agreement, and with the promise of 
his cooperation, Dr. W. H. Bond of the Houghton Library, Harvard University, 
undertook the editorship for the Society, which provided a grant for current 
expenses. 

Dr. Curt F. Biihler was at that time Chairman of the Society’s Publication 
Committee; since then, the special responsibility for the Supplement has been 
assumed by a committee headed by Dr. Thomas E. Marston and including Miss 
Dorothy Miner and Mr. William S. Glazier. 

On 25 March 1957 a circular announcing the revival of the Supplement and 
repeating the rules for description was sent to all earlier contributors and other 
interested persons, to provide an opportunity to bring the listings up to date. The 
announcement was reprinted in various learned journals. At the same time, work 
was begun on a wholly new typescript, since the text as it stood presented problems 
for the compositor, and the new editor had decided on a typographic style simpler 
than that of the Census. 

Once more the response to the announcement was excellent; so good, in fact, 
that what had appeared in prospect as a simple editorial task assumed entirely 
different dimensions. Professor Faye’s devoted efforts had brought together a large 
amount of information. Now, unexpectedly, and only eight years later, the quantity 
doubled. 

Today, with the perspective of a few additional years, and the emphasis of a 
number of remarkable sales, we can see what was happening. The post-war years 
marked the latter end of an era of collecting: the last real chance to acquire 
significant early manuscripts in quantity with any degree of freedom and selectivity. 
Therefore it is in a way fortunate that the Supplement was delayed, for as a result 
it records an important period of growth, and it represents a relatively stable 
situation. The influx of early manuscripts in the next half century, indeed in any 
foreseeable period of the future, will be only a trickle compared with the acquisi¬ 
tions recorded in the Census and its Supplement . Collections and individual manu¬ 
scripts will change location and ownership; collectors and libraries will continue to 
have opportunities from time to time to add a significant new manuscript. But only 
some almost inconceivable set of circumstances could produce a substantial new 
reservoir for acquisitions, or depress prices to the point where collecting on a 
large scale would again be economically feasible. The spectacular growth of 
American collections during this period is a tribute to the private and professional 
collectors who foresaw this state of affairs and acted accordingly. The proposed 
annual supplement to follow this volume will show changes and additions — per¬ 
haps many changes, as scholars examine the manuscripts it records. But the actual 
additions to collections are unlikely to be proportionately numerous. 

The Supplement is intended to be used with the original Census, and is in no 
way a substitute. Simple cross-references are employed to avoid duplication of 
information, and a concordance of page and item numbers provides an additional 
link between the two works. 

De Ricci’s geographical arrangement has been retained. Collections recorded 
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in the Census occupy the same relative positions when they reappear in the 
Supplement, and newly reported collections are interpolated where appropriate. 

Like its parent work, the Supplement is limited to Western manuscripts before 
1600. With few exceptions, later manuscripts are listed only when they have 
already been recorded by De Ricci. 

The elements comprising the descriptions also follow the pattern established 
by De Ricci, although their typographical style has been slightly modified in the 
interest of simplicity and compression. The information in a full description will be 
found arranged in four paragraphs: (1) manuscript number or shelf-mark, authors, 
and titles, with incipits when appropriate; (2) physical descriptions; (3) prove¬ 
nance; and (4) references in scholarly literature, especially those containing 
illustrations. The last two paragraphs are silently omitted from descriptions in 
which no relevant data were available. 

Authors and titles are given as far as possible in the form and spelling favored 
by De Ricci, although his practice was sometimes inconsistent and idiosyncratic. 
The preservation of his occasional eccentricities make the Supplement easier to use 
in company with the Census, and should confuse no experienced scholar. When 
more than one work occurs in a manuscript, each identification is followed in 
parentheses by an indication of the folios or pages occupied; folio numbers without 
suffix are understood to be rectos, while versos are followed by the letter “v.” 
Incipits are given in italics and are separated from explicits by a roman “x.” 

The physical descriptions follow the terms established by the Census. They 
begin with the material of the manuscript (vel[lum] or pap[er]), the number of 
folios (ff.) or, less commonly, pages (pp.), and the dimensions of an average leaf 
to the nearest centimetre, giving the height first. Next come the place of origin and 
date, the name of the scribe (if known), a note on the decoration, and finally the 
binding. 

The text is followed by seven indexes and a concordance, all of which should 
be self-explanatory. As in the Census, the references to scholarly literature in the 
text have not been indexed. 

Users of the Supplement scarcely need to be warned that in no instance does 
it pretend to set forth the last word about any of the manuscripts it lists. Like 
every compilation from widely scattered sources, it is bound to contain inconsisten¬ 
cies. Every effort has been made to avoid inaccurate or misleading entries, but it 
would be astonishing if all errors and ambiguities have been avoided. This volume 
locates and enumerates the raw materials of scholarship. As the manuscripts receive 
the study they deserve, preliminary identifications will be revised and new dis¬ 
coveries will be made. Corrections, refinements, and additions to the published 
descriptions will be welcomed for future supplements. 

An attempt has been made to locate manuscripts that had been described in 
the Census whose ownership subsequently changed, with references to auction 
sales or other published catalogues. But there remain numerous manuscripts in the 
Census that cannot be located today, and readers who can furnish information 
about them are earnestly requested to do so. The continuing location of a known 
manuscript is as important as the description of an unknown one. 
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Those responsible for the Supplement hope to follow it with an annual 
cumulation in the Publications of the Bibliographical Society of America, to 
contain reports of hitherto undescribed manuscripts, changes of location, and 
revisions and corrections of published descriptions. The continued assistance of 
the community of scholars and collectors is invited for this purpose, so that we will 
npt have to wait another quarter century for a further supplement.

Since the opening of the Folger Library 
for the use of scholars and research 
workers in January 1933, which roughly 
coincided with the original listing of the 
early mss. by Seymour De Ricci, only a 
comparatively small number of additions 
to this portion of the collection have been 
made. The earliest of these additions are 
described in Vol. II of the original Cen¬ 
sus, among errata and addenda. Of the 
later additions, the most notable acquisi¬ 
tion is the Loseley collection of docu¬ 
ments relating to the Office of the Revels 
and the Blackfriars Theatre, the purchase 
of which was due to the foresight and 
vigor of the late Joseph Quincy Adams, 
then Director of the Library. 

The system of numeration applied to 
the original Folger collection, described 
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in Census 268, was not applicable to later 
additions. The numbers now in use for 
early mss. are accession numbers of six 
digits, representing the date of acquisition, 
with a decimal when needed. 

The descriptions have been supplied 
Dr. Giles E. Dawson. 

Loseley Mss. This collection of mss., 
formerly at Loseley Hall, Surrey, England, 
comprising 496 items (ranging in size 
from vellum rolls and bound volumes to 
single slips of paper) is of primary im¬ 
portance for the study of the early history 
of the Office of the Revels and of the 
Blackfriars theatres. They fall into three 
groups: 

(1) Revels documents. Papers of Sir 
William Cawarden as Master of the 
Revels under Henry VIII, Edward VI, 
Philip and Mary, and the first year of 
Elizabeth, extending from 1543 to 1559. 
Among these are deeds, rolls, inventories, 
bills, accounts, patents, warrants, and 
letters, relating to plays, masques, tourna¬ 
ments, and other matters which came 
under the authority of the Master of 
Revels. 

(2) Blackfriars documents. Papers of 
Sir William Cawarden and Sir William 
More relative to properties in the Black¬ 
friars, which were in Cawarden’s posses¬ 
sion until his death in 1559, when they 
passed to More, his executor. Among 
these are many documents of great signifi¬ 
cance in the history of the several Black¬ 
friars theatres including several signed by 
Richard Farrant, the Burbages, and 
others. 

(3) Miscellaneous mss. of historical 
interest, including documents signed by 
Anne of Cleves, Jane Gray (as queen), 
Princess Elizabeth, Queen Mary, Prince 
Henry, and Raleigh, and documents con¬ 
cerning economics, shipping, recusancy, 
the Wyatt rebellion, Mary Queen of Scots, 
Sir Frances Drake, and many other im¬ 
portant persons and subjects. 


The Cawarden papers passed in 1559 
to Sir William More, and with other mss. 
remained at Loseley Hall in the possession 
of the More family, until their purchase 
in three sections (through William H. 
Robinson, Ltd.) from Mrs. More Moly- 
neaux, in 1938, 1939, and 1941. 

A selection of the Loseley Mss., in¬ 
cluding many now in the Folger collec¬ 
tion, was printed by A. J. Kempe, The 
Loseley Manuscripts (London, 1836). A 
further small number of the Revels docu¬ 
ments were printed in full by Albert 
Feuillerat, Documents Relating to the 
Office of the Revels in the Time of Queen 
Elizabeth (Materialien series, Louvain, 
1908) 18-46, 79-108, 430, 438, 441, 
445. Feuillerat made further extensive 
use of the Loseley Mss. in “The Origin 
of Shakespeare’s Blackfriars Theatre,” 
Jahrbuch der deutschen Shakespeare 
Gesellschaft, XLVI1I (1912) 81-115; 

Malone Society Collections, II, part 1 
(1913), where he printed in full 19 of 
the more important Blackfriars docu¬ 
ments, the greater part now in the Folger 
collection; and Documents Relating to 
the Revels at Court in the Time of King 
Edward VI and Queen Mary (Materialien 
series, 1914), where he printed over 50 
of the more significant Revels documents, 
most of which are now in the Folger col¬ 
lection. There still remain unprinted and 
unexploited a considerable number of 
mss. of great importance.

ROSENWALD COLLECTION 

The Lessing J. Rosenwald Collection of 
illustrated books, prints, and drawings 
was given to the United States Govern¬ 
ment in 1943. The books and manuscripts 
were allocated to the Library of Congress, 
the prints and drawings to the National 
Gallery of Art, in accordance with the 
deeds of gift. The major part of the collec¬ 
tion, however, is still housed at Alver- 
thorpe Gallery in Jenkinstown, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, a wing of Mr. Rosenwald’s home. 
In 1946 Mr. Rosenwald began to pur- 
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chase for the print collection single leaves 
of illuminated manuscripts. As the de¬ 
scriptions indicate, the miniatures repre¬ 
sent a wide variety of schools and subjects 
from the 11th to the 15th centuries, the 
examples having been chosen for their 
artistic merit. It is a small but valuable 
selection and is still growing.

NATIONAL LIBRARY OF 
MEDICINE

The National Library of Medicine was 
instituted before 1836 with a few books 
on the shelves of the Surgeon General of 
the United States Army. In the years 
which followed, it increased its holdings 
to more than a million items and became 
in effect the national medical library. Its 
name has changed in succession from Li¬ 
brary of the Surgeon General’s Office to 
Army Medical Library, to Armed Forces 
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Medical Library, and in 1956 (when it 
was transferred by Act of Congress to 
the Public Health Service of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare) 
to National Library of Medicine. While 
emphasizing the current needs of the 
medical profession, it appreciates the 
debt of modern medicine to earlier work 
in the field and therefore maintains a 
History of Medicine Division. This divi¬ 
sion, now located at 11,000 Euclid 
Avenue, Cleveland 6, Ohio, houses all 
of the manuscripts described below. 

The manuscripts here numbered 13-40 
have been listed by Dr. Dorothy M. 
Schullian, who has described them more 
fully in A Catalogue of Incunabula and 
Manuscripts in the Army Medical Li¬ 
brary, by Dorothy M. Schullian and 
Francis E. Sommer (New York: Pub¬ 
lished for The Honorary Consultants to 
the Army Medical Library by Henry 
Schuman, Inc., 1950). She has also de¬ 
scribed there in greater detail several 
mss. listed in the Census, for which the 
correspondences are as follows:

She has in addition described under num¬ 
bers 73-76 mss. received in more recent 
years, and under numbers 9 and 12 mss. 
listed briefly in the Census but missing at 
the time the Catalogue was published. 
Mss. 8 and 10 of the Census are still miss¬ 
ing. The mss. here numbered 5 and 41-72 
have been described by Dr. William 
Jerome Wilson. 

The Index-Catalogue of the Library of 
the Surgeon General's Office (Washing¬ 
ton: Government Printing Office, 1880- 
) is here designated by the abbre¬ 


viation IC. As the dates of the references 
show, several of the mss. that had already 
been listed in IC escaped notice in the 
Census in 1935. 

The mss., along with other historical 
materials, were moved from Washington 
in 1942 as an emergency measure, and it 
is expected that they will be returned to 
the main Library as soon as circum¬ 
stances permit. Since their location in 
Cleveland is temporary, it seems best to 
enter them under the name of the Na¬ 
tional Library of Medicine in Washington. 
The mss. themselves may be consulted in 
Cleveland, but microfilm copies are avail¬ 
able for consultation in Washington.

The Newberry Library ms. holdings, 
added since the publication of the Census, 
are listed under two separate headings: 
the General Library and the John Wing 
Foundation. 


The Library has not yet issued a de¬ 
scriptive list of its mss., but A Check List 
of Mss. in the Edward E. Ayer Collection, 
compiled by the Curator, Ruth Lapham 
Butler, was published in 1937. The Li¬ 
brary of William B. Greenlee, the mss. 
of which are listed in Census, 608-614, 
was given to the Newberry Library in 
1937 and forms a part of the Ayer Collec¬ 
tion. A number of calligraphic mss. from 
the C. L. Ricketts Collection ( Census, 
617-663, 2283) were purchased in 1941 
with funds from the John Wing Founda¬ 
tion and the Edward L. Ryerson fund for 
the purchase of rare books and mss. 
Other calligraphic items have been ac¬ 
quired by the Wing Foundation to sup¬ 
plement this material. A few items from 
the collection of the late Ernst F. Detterer 
were purchased in 1948. Mr. Detterer’s 
library ( Census, 601-607, 2283) has been 
completely dispersed. 

The Library also has a comprehensive 
collection of fragments of mss., made to 
illustrate the development of writing. This 
is not described here. 

The following descriptions, together 
with information concerning the Library, 
have been supplied by Mrs. Gertrude L. 
Woodward, Custodian of the Rare Book 
Room. Mrs. Woodward and Dr. Hans 
Baron prepared descriptions for mss.

The late James F. Ballard, Director of 
the Library, described the Library’s early 
books and mss. in A Catalogue of Medie¬ 
val and Renaissance Mss. and Incunabula 
in the Boston Medical Library (Boston, 
privately printed, 1944), cited hereafter 
as “Ballard.” In this the mss. were 
assigned numbers different from those in 
the Census, and the following concord¬ 
ance relates the two sets of descriptions. 
This is followed by descriptions of eleven 
ms. not listed in the Census, based on 
Ballard plus a personal examination by 
W. H. Bond, who also described the re¬ 
maining mss. which appeared neither in 
the Census nor in Ballard, though the 
latter assigned numbers to them. Ballard 
also describes fourteen Arabic and He¬ 
brew mss. which fall outside the scope 
of the present Supplement.

The number of early mss. at Harvard 
has increased greatly since the publication 
of the Census, through the acquisition of 
single pieces and the addition of several 
collections. Many mss. acquired in former 
days were catalogued and shelved with 
printed books; these have now been re- 
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catalogued and assigned ms. numbers, 
resulting in numerous changes of location 
within the library for previously recorded 
pieces, and also in the discovery of a 
substantial number of early mss. unknown 
to the compilers of the Census. 

In 1955 the Library held an exhibition, 
Illuminated & Calligraphic Mss., with a 
published catalogue describing 165 ex¬ 
hibits and illustrating most of them. This 
is referred to in the following descriptions 
as “Harvard Catalogue.” Current acces¬ 
sions are noted in the Houghton Library’s 
annual reports of acquisitions, a series be¬ 
gun in 1941. Articles discussing individual 
mss. in greater detail, often with illustra¬ 
tions, have appeared in the Harvard Li¬ 
brary Bulletin.

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THE PLIMPTON COLLECTION

The Plimpton Library, bequeathed to 
Columbia University by Mr. George A. 
Plimpton in 1936, contains a large and 
important group of early mss. These are 
now housed in Butler Library, where they 
are administered by the Department of 
Special Collections. Four items (nos. 30, 
31, 36, 40) were the property of Mrs. 
Plimpton and were returned to her in 
1950. 

A detailed typed catalogue of the 
Plimpton mss. was prepared by Mr. 
Samuel A. Ives, formerly Assistant Cura¬ 
tor of the Plimpton, Smith and Dale 
Library, and is available to readers. In 
connection with this work Mr. Ives pub¬ 
lished an article, “Corrigenda and Ad¬ 
denda to the Descriptions of the Plimpton 
Mss. as recorded in the De Ricci Census ” 
Speculum, XVII (1942) 33-49. The com¬ 
ments refer to the following items in the

THE SPENCER COLLECTION

The Spencer Collection is a tribute to 
William Augustus Spencer, the son of 
Lorillard Spencer of New York City, and 
to his wife, Sarah Johnson Griswold, of 
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Lyme, Connecticut. Mr. Spencer was born 
in New York City and was educated in 
Europe. He made his home in Paris, 
where he began book-collecting as a di¬ 
version. On his death, in 1912, he be¬ 
queathed his collection to the New York 
Public Library. The books he had col¬ 
lected were with few exceptions the work 
of the nineteenth century. The mss. and 
printed books purchased by the Library 
from the William Augustus Spencer Fund, 
totalling now more than three thousand 
titles, range from the seventh to the 
twentieth century. The medieval and 
Renaissance mss. of Western Europe were 
carefully chosen for the quality of their 
illumination and miniatures, in order that 
they might represent the art of book 
illustration at its peak, for each country 
and each century. The effort to gather 
secular mss. rather than ecclesiastical ones 
has brought a number of chronicles and 
story-books into the realm of American 
scholarship which blends with William 
Augustus Spencer’s idea “to build a col¬ 
lection of the illustrated books which 
would mirror all civilizations, in all lan¬ 
guages and from all countries.”

The mss. in this collection, of which 
forty-five were described by Seymour de 
Ricci and to which the following have 
been added, are part of and complemen¬ 
tary to a humanist library which Howard 
L. Goodhart, Mrs. Gordan’s father, and 
the present owners have gathered over 
the past twenty-five years. This library, 
besides the mss., originally included over 
1250 books printed before 1500. These 
books were collected because of a special 
interest in Medieval and Renaissance 
education. Besides first editions of the 
classics there are many items important 
in the history of education and an extra¬ 
ordinary number of books printed in 
Rome, headed by one of the longest series 
of books printed by Sweynheym and 
Pannartz in private hands today. Over 
500 of these books were sent by Mr. 
Goodhart to Bryn Mawr College during 
his lifetime as an initial gift to form the 
Marjorie Walter Goodhart Medieval Li¬ 
brary. Some of the mss. listed in the Cen¬ 
sus were given to Bryn Mawr at the same 
time. The mss. given to Bryn Mawr are:

Most of the mss. and the early 
editions of the classics and the writings of 
the Italian humanists, as well as the ex¬ 
amples of the printing of Sweynheym and 
Pannartz, remain in the possession of Mr. 
and Mrs. Gordan. The mss. were collected 
because they extended or supplemented 
the classical, educational, and humanistic 
material represented in the collection of 
15th century books.

Mote . These leaves came to the Mu¬ 
seum as a bound group or “convolute,” 
but have been separated for exhibition 
purposes, and are described in four sepa¬ 
rate entries below. Their collection as a 
group is apparently connected with the 


secularization of the Benedictine nunnery 
of Kemnade. On the large parchment 
leaf in which the fragments were formerly 
bound were the words, “Vergleich wegen 
Kemnade Anno 1777” (settlement as to 
Kemnade in 1777), apparently indicating 
that a transfer of ownership of these 
folios, or possibly only of the first four of 
them, settled some financial obligation 
connected with the liquidation of the con¬ 
vent. It was formerly thought that they 
passed from Kemnade into the ownership 
of Count Cristoph von Kesselstatt (1757- 
1814), dean of the Cathedral at Pader- 
born, who is known to have rescued many 
books from destruction during the period 
of secularization. His collection of mss. 
and incunabula, which was presented by 
his heirs in 1823-1824 to the Cathedral 
Library at Trier, included what is now 
Trier Codex 142, from which someone 
abstracted the first two fragments of the 
present group (33.445-445a and 446), 
and also Trier Codex 151, from which the 
third fragment (33.447) was removed, 
in all probability by the same hand. These 
three fragments, comprising the first four 
folios of the bound group, were probably 
removed before the volumes came into 
the Kesselstatt collection. 

The last four folios of the group (all 
from the same ms.) apparently had a 
different history. The little volume of 
fragments formerly contained what J. F. 
Goldschmidt called “a leaflet bound in¬ 
side of the convolute.” In the 1920’s 
Georg Swarzenski also saw this leaflet, 
which he refers to as “die Beischrift.” It 
now seems to be lost, but those who saw 
it agree that it said in effect: These last 
four folios were acquired at Minden in 
1827. It has been argued from this that 
all eight folios,, already bound together, 
were acquired at Minden. More probably, 
the last four came from Minden and the 
first four from another source or sources, 
and the binding was done by the new 
owner after 1827. 
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The new owner was doubtless an 
ancestor of Baron Miinchhausen, of 
Munster. Swarzenski, prior to 1932, ex¬ 
amined the convolute “in the library of 
a Westphalian castle.” He published 
facsimiles of two pages (33.445a and 
445), designating the source merely as 
“Westf. Privatbesitz” (p. 264). When the 
convolute was exported from Germany, 
the consular certificate included the fol¬ 
lowing declaration of shipper, “Acquired 
from Baron Miinchhausen, Munster in 
Westf., 5-19-30.” The bound group was 
purchased by the Museum in 1933 from 
Saemy Rosenberg, of Rosenberg & Stie- 
bel, Inc., New York.

A paper laid 
in the former convolute, and still sur¬ 
viving, reads in a 19th c. hand, “800 
Carolinger. Corvei,” apparently recording 
a modern German palaeographer’s opin¬ 
ion that it was written ca. 800 by a Caro¬ 
lingian scribe at Corvey on the Weser. 

These folios, opened flat, were formerly 
used as a binding strip inside the cover 
of Trier Codex 142. The lettering from 
the lower side adhered to the binding 
when the strip was removed, and can be 
read with a mirror. A similar strip, also 
of 2 conjugate ff. and from the same ms., 
was pasted inside the other cover of Trier 
Codex 142 and left its reverse impression 
there when removed; it was acquired by 
the Staatlich Kunstbibliothek, Berlin, in 
1868. Siffrin reproduces in facsimile the 
legible sides of both fragments and also 
the impressions remaining in the binding, 
reversing the latter photographically. He 
also prints the contents of these eight 
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pages in full, pronouncing them “the 
oldest witness to the text of the Roman 
Gradual” (p. 65).

The formation of this library has been 
based on the history of geography and 
geographical literature during the two 
centuries between the rise of Henry the 
Navigator and the landing of the Pilgrim 
Fathers. Certain medieval texts have been 
included as background material, and, as 
is usually the case, certain volumes have 
intruded which have nothing whatever to 
do with the subject. In the main, however, 
the aim has been to create a collection of 
mss. and printed books which will act as 
a corpus of source material for the 
owner’s researches in the field of Renais¬ 
sance travel and discovery. 

His property in England, referred to in 
the Census, 1995, was sold in 1946, and 
the library was moved to America. In 
March, 1948, after a bad fire in the 


owner’s house at Devon, all the rare 
books and mss. were removed to the 
Historical Society of Pennsylvania 
(through the courtesy of the Director, R. 
Norris Williams), where they are at pres¬ 
ent housed. Visitors to the Rare Book 
Room there are permitted to use the 
books for reference. 

Since the collection has been re¬ 
arranged and some of the mss. listed in 
the Census have been disposed of, an 
entirely new set of numbers has been as¬ 
signed. Several of the items were dis¬ 
played in the Walters Art Gallery map 
exhibition in Baltimore in 1952, here¬ 
after referred to under the title of its 
catalogue, The World Encompassed. In¬ 
formation and descriptions have been 
supplied by the owner.

SINGLE LEAVES AND 
FRAGMENTS 

The John Frederick Lewis Collection 
contains a very large number of single 
leaves and fragments, many of them of 
considerable interest. These were listed 
in Census, 2061-2084, where they were 
numbered in an irregular fashion and 
often very sketchily described, so that in 
many instances specific leaves cannot be 
positively related to Census entries. Some 
fragments, in fact, were not described at 
all. 

This material has now been rearranged 
under the direction of Miss Meta Harr- 
sen by country and century, and about 
half of the pieces described. Future sort¬ 
ing and description will cover the re¬ 
mainder.

This library reflects the professional 
field of interest of its owner by the in¬ 
clusion of first or very early editions of 
the significant works in otology, rhin- 
ology, and laryngology, as well as later 
editions and modern works in these fields. 
Back of these are representative early 
work in the basic medical sciences as well 
as the basic general sciences, philosophy, 
and natural history, especially those edi¬ 
tions containing illustrations which in 
themselves are of artistic merit. 

Since the development of these sciences 
was made possible only by the develop¬ 
ment of the book itself, examples of 
early book-making (mss. and incunabula) 
form the foundation of the library. Most 
of the mss. are of religious texts; so far 


only two medical items are included. 
One is no. 8 below; the other (no. 12) 
unfortunately does not fall within the 
scope of this Supplement, but is suffi¬ 
ciently interesting and important to de¬ 
serve mention here: a Hebrew transla¬ 
tion of Bernardus de Gordonio, Lilium 
medicinae, written in Spain in 1466 by 
Moses ben Sch’maiah de Castro.

It does not repeat entries in that index, or contain entries for manuscripts previously recorded 
in the Cenus, except where new identifications have been supplied or the earlier entries have 
been revised or corrected. A concordance serves to link Census and Supplement. 

As far as possible the forms of names adopted in the Census have been retained, even 
when unusual or eccentric. The present index contains!a more liberal use of incipits as titles 
than does the index to the original Census, but users should also consult the separate Index 
of Incipits. 1 

Ascribed and supposititious works are indexed without comment along with genuine 
works. Users are warned that subject categories (such as Medical tracts and treatises ) are 
not necessarily exhaustive but are designed in general to cover those works not readily located 
under title or author. In some cases (such as Musical notation and Maps) it is unlikely 
that all persons contributing descriptions consistently reported the occurence of such features. 

The index contains no references to the bibliographical material appended to many of 
the descriptions in the Supplement. 

A numeral in parentheses following a page-reference indicates more than one occurrence 
on the page.
